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Claims 

1. A textile cloth for wiping floors made of textile 
material that is soft under bending,/ which can be fixed in a 
detachable manner to a tentering fyame of a manual cleaning 
device, whereby the edge zones of /the wiping cloth project 
at least partly beyond the holding surface of the tentering 
frame sideways and the edge zones are reinforced, 
characterized in that flat reinforcing strips (4) are at 
least partly attached to the/textile material (3) along the 
edge areas in a fixed mannel 

2 . The cloth for wiping floors according to claim L, 
characterized in that thp reinforcing strips (4) are 
approximately as wide/ as/ the edge areas. 

3 . The cloth for ywiping floors according to claim, 
characterized in that the reinforcing strips extend over the 
length of the edge /areas. 



4. The cloth /for wiping floors according to claim 
characterized im that the reinforcing strips have a higher 
stiffness undetf bending than the textile material (3) of the 
wiping cloth 11) .

The cloth for wiping floors according to claim yf 
characterized in that t^e reinforcing strips (4) comprise 
reinforcing ribs. 

9. The cloth t/r^li ^ according to claim^l, 
characterized in that/ the reinforcing strips (4) are glued 
to the textile material (3) . 

10. The cloth fir wiping floors according to clairp/l, 
characterized in thfat the reinforcing strips (4) are sewn to 
the textile material (3) of the wiping cloth (1) 



11. The clothf for wiping floors according to claim A, 
characterized inl that the textile material (3) is folded 
over on the outfeide around the reinforcing strips (4) . 
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12 . The cloth for wipiftig floors according to claim 
characterized in that wim its outer edge, the text vie 
material (3) is secured with its cleaning side on the edge 
of the reinforcing strip (4) , and that the reinforcing strip 
(4) is folded over backwards and secured on the back side of 
the textile material (£) . 

13 . The cloth for wiping floors according to claim 
characterized in tljajt\ the textile material (3) consists of a 
carrier fabric to/wtfreta^the cleaning-active fibers (3a) are 
attached to the cleaning side. 




14 . The cloth for wiping floors according to claim \y/ 
characterized in tthat the wiping cloth (1) is cut to acn 
approximately rectangular shape. 
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
